(e) receiving indicating data at least partially indicative of the identity of the

3. (Currently amended) The method of claim 1, wherein at least one of the product 
item and the interface surface is associated with an RFID tag, and t he method determining 
step including includes reading the RFID tag to determine the product identity data. 

4. (Currently amended) The method of claim 1, wherein at least one of the product 
item and the interface surface is associated with a barcode, and the method determining step 
including includes sensing the barcode to determine the product identity data.

(e) encoding the product identity data in an RFID ta g associated with the product

determined by sensing any one of the coded data portions with a sensing device . 

28. (Currently amended)The printer of claim 27, wherein the printer at least one of 
communicates with and includes, a computer system, the computer system being adapted to: 

(a) receive indicating data at least partially indicative of an identity of the 

product item; and 

(b) generate, using the indicating data, the product identity data. 

(Original) The printer of claim 27, wherein the printer prints the coded data 
portions in infrared ink.

33. (Original) The printer of claim 27, wherein at least one of the product item and 
the interface surface is associated with a barcode, the printer being adapted to sense the 
barcode to determine the product identity data. 

34. (Currently amended) The printer of claim 27, wherein at least one of the product 
item and the interface surface is associated with an RFID tag, and the printer being is further 
adapted to encode the product identity data in the RFID tag. 

35. (Currently amended) The printer of claim 27, wherein at least ono of the product 
item and the interface surface is associated with a barcode, t he printer being is further 
adapted to encode the product identity data by printing the a_barcode on the interface surface 
or the product item. 

36. (Currently amended) The printer of claim 27, wherein the printer provides the 
coded data portions at respective positions, and whoroin the data of each coded data portion 
is further indicative of the respective positio n positions of the coded data portions on the 
interface surface.
